George Island and then to fly to Punta Arenas, Chile. However, the final helicopter trip from 
Peter I to the deck of the DAP Mares didn't happen until 1859z, on February 24th. The ship is 
now underway to Deception Island and then to King George Island (KGI). Peter I Island is, 
once again, uninhabited! The last report as this was being typed stated they expect to reach 
Deception Island about 0500z Tuesday, then on to KGI with an ETA of 1600z. As always, 
updates are availble at:

ADDED NOTE: Stats reported last week did not report everything. Lance, W7GJ, informed 
OPDxX that the 3Y0X team worked over 100 stations on 2m EME using JT65 (a new digital 
mode especially developed for very weak signal work, such as EME), in 33 different DXCC 
entities. JT65 has become the standard for 6m EME, and now is by far the most popular mode 
on 2m EME (for REAL long path DX - 3/4 million km!) because it is 10 dB more sensitive than 
CW. Jose, N4BAA, also mentioned not listed in the totals were 4 SSTV QSOs made on 17M!
